Boletoxenus Motschulsky, Etudes entomol. 7. p. 64 (1858) is the 
correct, while original, mode of writing ot the name which 
the coleopterological Catalogues from Gemminger & Harold 


(1870) till Winkler (1928) have spelt Bolitoxenus.
